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In this country this class of journal- 
ism is of quite recent origin, and 
although its patrons are comparatively 
small in number, it holds equal rank 
with other classes advocating more 
popular sciences, 

Journalism is the great medium by 
which ideas and themes are made 
known to the public mind. 

Every science has its advocate in 
some form of journal, andevery journal 
advocates some particular cause. 

Our leading numismatic journals 
have donea great deal in establishing 
the coin and medal interest as no small 
feature among the various branches of 
science,—provinz it to be a necessary 
auxiliary to the thorough study of 
History, and by their influence many 
uninterested persons have seen the 
fascinating and instructive qualities to 
be derived from coin-collecting, and 
have taken up the pastime. 

Books and pamphlets also have done 
much to advance the science, but 
owing to the small demand, have been 
published in very limited numbers, 
causing the great scarcity and high 
prices of some of the older publications. 
Many excellent numismatic journals 
have been started trom time to time, 
but for want of sufficient patronage 
and encouragement from the collectors 
have been compelled to suspend. 

The vear 1875 witnesses the birth of 
three more, which we trust will be 
more successful. We speak of our- 
selves as one of the new comers, and 
although we are but an insignificant 
member of the numismatic press, we 
hope, with the aid of the collectors, to 
increase in size and become a journal 
among journals.
